XiONDON.  Jan.  3.— AH  London  has 
b«een  stirred  by  the  battle  waged  to- 
day between  anarchists  on  the  one  side, 
and  hundreds  of  police,  infantry  and 
artillerymen  on  the  other.  How  many 
of  the  anarchists  took  part  in  the  en- 
gagement, which  was  fought  in  and 
around  a  barricaded  house  in  Sidney 
street.  In  the  Bast  Knd,  is  not  defin- 
itely known.  After  a  search  of  the 
debris  of  the  burned  structure,  por-' 
tlona  of  only  two  bodies  had  been  dis- 
covered. They  consist  of  the  trunk 
nnd  part  of  the  head  of  one  man,  and 
a  few  charred  bones  of  another..  It  is 
the  opinion  of  some  that  two  defiper- 
adoes  alone  for  many  hours  beld  the 
police  and  militia  at  bay. 

Thousands  flocking  from  all  parts  of 
London  witnessed  the  spectacle;  a 
steady  rain  of  bullets,  flashes  of  fire, 
smoke  pouring  from  the  windows,  the 
house  in  flames  and  finally  men  on  the 
roof,  shouting  defiance  and  falling  Into 
the  seething  furnace  below.  A  police 
sergeant,  searching  for  the  burglars 
who  only  a  few  nights  ago  killed  four 
policemen,  was  roconnoltering  around 
'the  Sidney  street  house  In  the  early 
hours  of  the  morning.  Suddenly  a 
shot  was  fired,  and  the  sergeant  fell 
with  a  bullet  through  the  lung„  A  call 
for  police. was  sounded,  and  the  entire 
neighborhood  was  cordoned. 

Persons  were  driven  from  their 
house,  and  a  pitched  battle  began  be- 
tween those  fortriiSsed  in  the  house  and 
the  police."  The  Scots  Guards,  from  the 
Tower,  were  hastily-  despatched  to  the 
.scene,  and  later  a  battery  of  artillery 
with  machine  guns  came  at  the  double 
quick. 

Their  pieces  were  placed  In  position, 
but  they  did  not  open  fire.  A  steady 
stream  of  bullets  played  between  the 
contending  forces. 

The  guardsmen  took  up  sheltered 
posts,'  firing  volley  after  volley  into  the 
house.  Piles  of  straw  were  Cast  In  all 
directions,  and  lighted  In  the  hope  that 
the  desperadoes  would  be  smoked  out. 
Ar  last  sparks  were  observed  shooting 
from  the  windows,  accompanied  by 
clouds  of  smoke  and  here  and  there 
flames. 

Driven  Out  by  Fire 
Piremen  stretched  their  hose  and 
ithre^  water  on  the  adjoining  struc- 
turesTSoon  they  directed  their  streams 
agaln-st  the.  stronghold  of  the  desper- 
adoes, which  was  now  burning  fiercely. 
Driven  from  the  lower  floors,  tlje  an- 
archists made  their  way  to  the  roof, 
where  it  seemed  to  the  watching  thou- 
sands several  forms  could  be  seen 
amidst  the  smoke.  Then  the  roof  col- 
lapsed, and  with  It  went  the  men. 

Xot  since  the  news  of  the  British 
disasters  at  the  opening  of  the  South 
African  campaign  has  the  country  been 
aroused  as  by  today's  scene  at  Stepney. 
The  newspapers  call  loudly  for  a  more 
effective  means  of  dealing  with  the 
growing  terrors  of  alien  Immigration, 
no  doubt  being  held  that  the  desper- 
adoes who  fell  today  >vcrc  anarchists. 
A  search  of  the  besieged  house  aftei* 
tho  ruuins  had  cooled  a  little  revealed 
in  a  cupboai'd  a  large  number  of  what 
appears  to  be  unfinished  metal  dyna- 
mite bombs. 

At  present  there  is  no  evidence  that 
thd  house  had  any  other  occupants 
tlian  the  two  whose  charred  bodies 
were  found. 

Several  others,  police  and  civilians, 
received  minor  Injuries. 

Immense  crowds  of  sightseers  invest- 
ed the  neighborhood  until  a  late  hour 
tonight,  but  a  strict  police  guard  was 
maintained,  and  it  was  impossible  for 


those  without  authority  to  g^t  close  to 
the  half- wrecked  buUdln*.  Two  fam- 
illes  who  occupied  tho  lower  floors  of  ; 
thl8  buHdln*  were  withdrawn  by  the 
i.olice  before  the  fighting  began,  and 
flhey  profe«8  to  know  nothing  of  how 
the  desperadoes  gained  access.  The 
latter  appeared  to  have  been  In  rooms 
rented  by  a  Russian  woman,  Beesle 
Geracbon.  who  Is  now  under  arrest 
with  other  »u»t>ectB,  against  whom 
however,  no  charge  has  been  made. 

The  police  officials  show  Indignation 
at  the  calling  out  of  the  soldiers.  They 
express  confidence  that  they  could 
have  handled  the  affair  without  the 
help  of  the  military.  The  lapt  occasion 
on  which  the  military  was  so  employed 
was,  at  the  time  of  the  notorious  Tra- 
falgar Square  riots,  when  John  Burns 
■vvas  arrested.  Even  then  the  soldiers 
did  not  fire. 

Identity  Doubtful 

It  is  difficult  to  establish  the  Identity 
of  the  dead  desperadoes,  but,  accord- 
ing to  reports.  It  Is  practically  certain 
that  one  is  "Dutch  Fritz,"  and  that 
the  other  Is  not  "Peter  the  Painter," 
lor  whom  the  police  are  still  setJlrching. 

It  seems  that  when  the  detejctlves 
got  the  Inmates  of  tho  lower  rooms  out 
of  the  house,  the  difficulty  remained 
of  how  to  remove  the  woman,  Gerschon, 
who  was  sleeping  on  the  upper  floor. 

Finally  a  ruse  was  adopted.  A 
woman  from  a  lower  floor  went  up 
and  awakened  the  Gerschon  woman, 
and  begged  her  to  descend  as  the  wo- 
man's husband  was  111.  She  complied

MIELBOTJRXE,  Jan.  3.— -An  import- 
ant proposal  for  the  establishment  of  a 
new  steamship  service  from  Austrlala 
to  Canada  has  been  made  by  a  Sydney 
shipping  line.  The  Merchants'  and 
Shippers'  Steamship  Company,  a  con- 
cern doing  a  largo  trade  in  the  South- 
ern seas,  has  o'fered  to  establish  a  15- 
knot  service  between  Melbourne,  Syd- 
ney, Brisbane,  Fiji,  Hawaii  and  Canada, 
presumably  Vancouver.  The  matter 
has  bee.n  placed  before  the  cabinet, 
which  will  meet  this  week  to  consider 
it.  As  the  Union  Steamship  Co.'a  ten- 
der for  the  Sydney-Vancouver  service 
is  still,  undecided,  the  proposal  of  the 
Merctiants'  and  iShippers'  company  will 
probably  modify  th6  situation  to  some 
extent  at  least. 

Increased    Revenue 

As  an  Indication  of  the  prosperity 
now  enjoyed  In  Australia,  the  revenue 
returns  for  the  last  six  months  are  of 
interest.  The  Increases  for  the  period 
mentioned  are  as  follows:-  Victoria, 
£849,000;  tNew  South  Wales,  £817,000; 
South  Australia,  £»58,e00;  West  Aus- 
tralia, surplus,    £a>49,000. 

Territory    Transferred 

The  proclamation  transferring  the 
northern  territoi'y  to  the  Common- 
wealth has"  been  read  at  Port  Darwin. 
A  reniarkiiblo  Incident  marked  the 
raising  of  the  flag  of  the  federal  au- 
thority. It  was  proposed  to  utilize  a 
new  Australian  flag  on  the  occasion, 
but  when  it  was  discovered  that  the 
only  available  flag  was  the  manufacture 
of  an  aged  Chinese  resident,  who,  how- 
ever, was  naturalized  for  many  years, 
vigorous  objections  .were  taken. 
Trouble  was  averted  just  when  matters 
were  beginning  to  loo(k  serious,  by  the 
discovery  of  an  old  tattered  European - 
made  flag.  This  was  hoisted  to  the  top 
of  the  flagstaff,  and  under  lis  ragged 
folds  the-  territory  entered  the  federa- 
tion. 

Look   For  Settlers 

The  Western  Australian  government 
is  sending  immigration  oflfcers  to  In- 
dia to  procure  the  time-expired  soldiers 
as  immigrants.  Special  arrangements 
for  their  passage  to  this  country  s/id 
settlement  on  the  land  will  be  made.

— VVill^  tho  the- 
ory that  two  masked  bandits  who  held 
up  the  Southern  Pacific's  Overland  Lim- 
ited at  Reese  early  today  are  hiding  la 
this  City,  every  rooming  house  in  the 
city  is  being  thoroughly  searched,  and 
all  suspects  are  being  taken  into  cus- 
tody. There  are  now  in  the  field  work- 
ing on  the  case  all  the  detectives  of 
the  Harrlman  lines  and  Plnkerton  de- 
tectives In  addition  to  the  sheriffs  and 
police  officers  of  fcalt  Lake,  Weber  and 
Box  Elder  counties.  Five  Buspocts  an- 
swering the  description  of  the  robbers 
were  arrested  early  this  .evening  and 
are  being  held  pending  an  Investigation, 
General  Superintendent  E.  C.  Hanson, 
of  the  Salt  Lake  division  of  the  South- 
ern Pacific,  who  arrived  In  Ogden  early 
this  morning  and"  held  conferenees  with 
the  officers  working  upoM  the  case, 
stated  tonight  that  the  Oregon  Short  ■ 
Line,  which  operates  the  Southern  Pa- 
cific from  Ogden  to  Spi^rk's,  Nevada, 
would  probably  offer  a  reward  of  tSOOO 
for  the  apprehension  of  the  crlmll^kIs. 

A  similar  reward  is  now  standing  for 
tlie  arrest  of  the  two  bandits  whc  held- 
up  the  Oregon  Short  Line  train  three 
miles  north  of  Ogden  on  June  3T,  1810. 
Owing  to  the  great  knowledge  ex- 
hibited by  the  Keese'  bandits,  in  direct- 
ing the  train  crew  in  handling  the  train, 
the  railroad  officials  are  convlnce<l 
that  the  robbers  are  former  railroad 
men.  The  bandits  not  only  displayed 
knowledge  of  the  automatic  block  sig- 
nal apparatus,  but  also  showed  ""that 
they  were  Informed  in  the  method  of 
the  operation  of  trains  by  fhe  Southfern 
Pacific.  The  semaphore,  whose  signal 
halted  the  train  was  Ingeniously  tam- 
pered with.  The*lock  on  the  box  had 
been  broken,  the  door  opened  and  » 
match  Inserted,  so  as  to  prevent  the 
copper  contacts  from  touching  and 
thereby  throwing  the  signal  In  the 
block  and   stopping  the  train. 

Oarriad  Back  for  BebbeM. 
H.  H.  Hancock,  flagman  on  the  Over- 
land  Limited,    who  was  '  compelled     to 
carry    tho    sack    In    which  ■'fhe    robbers 
collected  the  valuables,  gave  a  clear  ac- 
count of  the  looting  of  the  train  when 
he     readied    Ogden     today.     He     said: 
"About    11:30   l|ist   night   the   train   was 
stopped  a  mile   and     a   half     west     of 
Reese  station  by  an  Intermediate  block 
signal..    Brakeman  Cross  went  ahead  to 
locate  the  trouble.     I  went  east  to  pro- 
tect the  rear  of  the  train.     I  had  gone 
about    a  third   of    a   mile    when   I    was 
signalled   by   the   engineer   to   return.    I 
did  so  after   putting   two  torpedoes   on 
the  track  and  lighting  a  fuse.     Just  as 
I  was   ajjoiit   to  step   on   the   rear  plat- 
form  I    was  confronted  by     two     ugly 
guna  and  heard  a  stern  command  to  get 
on    the    platform    and    do    It   quick.        I' 
climbed    on  just  as    the   train  .  atartedr; 
and  two  men  followed  m^.     As  soon  as 
we  were   together   on   the  platform   one 
of   the  men   said:    'Here,   you   take   this 
sJek  and  hold  It  as  we  go  through  the 
train.      Walt    a   minute.      We    will   Just 
take  that  watch  you  have.'  ' 

"I  asked  him  not  to  take  the.  watcff 
as  T  had  no  other.  He  Jerked  the  ehain 
loose  from  my  vest  and.  dropped  tho 
watch  Into  the  sack.  Entering  the  car 
they  found  the  door  of  the  toilet-room 
locked,  and  dne  of  them  fired  through 
it.  In  the  light  I  had  a  chance  to  in- 
spect the  men.  Both  carried  sawed-off 
repeating  shotgunN,  and  each  .had  a  re- 
volver In  a  belt  filled  with  shells. 

"One  man  was  about  «ix  feet  tall, 
slim  and  round-ahouldered.  He  had  on 
new  overshoes,  his  finger  nails  wer^ 
long  and  his  hands  were  white  and  soft. 
A  blue  handkerchief  with  white  spots 
covered   his  face  below   the  eyes. 

"The  other  man  was  five  feet  seven, 
light  complexloned,  had  a  cut  on  one 
linger  of  the  right  hand  and  waa  quick 
spoken.  He  wore  a  black  curtain  mask 
and  seemed  to  be  the  leader.  As  we 
passed  through  tha  flrst  car  the  tall 
man  kept  me  covered  with  hia  gun, 
while  tlie  short  one  ordered  the  passen- 
gers from  their  berths.  They  were  told 
to  drop  what  they  had  in  the  sack  I  car- 
ried. At  one  of  the  bertha  two  young 
women  protested  that  they  did  not  have 
anything.  The  short  robber  puihed 
his  gun  violently  egatnat  the  breeat 
of  one  and  atruett  Ch*  Mh<lir  over  the 
right  eye  Hrfth  the^NiW  «*  the  weaipen.

MR.  M'BRIDE'S  OPTIMISM 


The  statement  of  Premier  McBride, 
which  we  printed  last  Saturday,  at- 
tracted a  great  deal  of  attention. 
Whether  his  estimate  of  the  actual 
amount  of  money  that  will  be  expend- 
ed in  the  province  during  the  next  four 
years  is  too  large  or  too  small,  It  cer- 
tainly is  evident  from  the  facta  now  at 
hand  that  there  will  be  a  vast  outlay 
during  that  period.  Our  own  view  of 
tho  case  is  that  his  estimates  will  be 
found  to  err  on  the  side  of  conservat- 
ism, for  the  Impetus  that  has  been 
given  to  the  development  of  the  pro- 
vince will  be  found  to  be  iii«e  a  circle 
in  the  water  which  steadily  widens..  It 
is  very  evident  that  British  Columbia 
has  -entered  upon  a  career  of  unex- 
ampled prosperity,  which  is  really  not 
surprising  because  it  is  the  last  great 
larea  in  North  America,  fit  for  colon- 
'■  ization  and  development  in  a  large 
••'d'ay,  remaining  open  to  exploitation. 

In  making  Ws  very  optimistic  fore- 
casts, Mr.  McBrlde  was  silent  as  to  the 
part   which   he,  has   ployed    in   making 
possible  such  a  feature  as  he  anticl- 
]iatcs.    There  is  no  question  at  all  that- 
the   initlHl     step-   was   taken      towards 
enabling  British  Columbia  to  eome  into 
her  o%vn  when   he  adopted   the   policy. 
-which  filled  the  provincial  treasury  to 
overflowing  and  placed,  his  administrar 
tiim  in'  a  position  to  enter  upon  those 
l>ubllc     work;8     which     the     increasing 
l)opulation  and  the  enlarged  sphere  of  | 
settlement    demand.      He    followed    up 
thi.s  policy  by  inaugurating  a  period  of 
railway   construction.     When   he  made 
a  contract  with  th^  Canadian  Northern 
to    enter.    British      Columbia      with   a 
iranscontinental  railway,     he     gave  a 
tremendous   stimulus   to   raiUvijf   con- 
struction   in   all     directions.     He     also 
iMinccntratcd    tho\attention    of    capital 
upon    the    resourgjfcs    of    the    province. 
The  fact  that  th^province,  with  a  great 
surplus  revenue,  stood,  prepared  to  en- 
dorse the  bonds  of  tlae  Canadian  North- 
ern to  a  large  amount,- so  far  from  af- 
fecting the  public  credit,  as  some  timid 
])ecple    feared,-  haxl    exactly    the    con- 
trary effect.     It  placed  British  Colum- 
bia before  the  world  in   the  character 
of  a  province   that  felt  sure  of  Itself, 
that  appreciated  Us  .great  potentiaIit?.es 
and  had  the  courage  of  its  convictions. 
We  do  not  claim  for  Mr.  McBride  that 
to  him  alone  is  due  the  most  excellent 
outlook' of  which.  Jhe.-.has     spoken  so 
forcibly,  but  we  do  claim  that  he  has 
contributed  in  no  small  degree  to  mak- 
ing it  possible.

Another  measure  of  great  importance 
Is  that  entitled  the  TTnderground  Tele- 
phone bylaw  to  authorize  the  city  rais- 
ing funds  to  the  amount  of  JIOO.OOU  for 
the  placing  of  the  telephone  wires  un- 
derground and  the  removal  of  poles  in 
the  section  bounded  by  Wharf,  Hum- 
bolt,  Douglas,  Burdette  avenue,  Blanch- 
ard.

Hoxsey 
PASADENA,  Ca..  Jan,  3.— Within

The  thanks  of  the  city  wlU  he  ex- 
tended to  the  Provincial  government  for 
the  successful  outcome  of  the  negotia- 
tions In  respect  to  the  settlement  of  the 
long  .standing  .SongheeH  Reserve  Ques- 
"tlon.-  At  last  night's  meeting  of  the 
-council-  '  a  resolution  expre.^slng  the 
clty'2  appreciation  of  the  government's 
work  was  formally  passed  and  It  -was 
set  forth  that  now  ahat  the  question 
has  been  successfully  hrought  to  a  ter- 
mination that  the  governmeut  bo  urged 
to  protect  the  iniorcsts"  of  the  city. 

Last  nlghfs  session  was  a  short  one 
as  is  usual  during  the  dying  hours  of 
the  council  and  after  the  meeting  the 
ahlernien,  civic  officials  who  were  pres- 
ent at. the  nu!cting  and  the  press  rcp- 
resentatlves  v^ro  guestsj  of  the  mayor 
at  an  "oyster  supper  served  at  the 
Poodle  Dog  restaui'ant.  ^' 

>V.  Jackson,  Blanchard„jitreot,'"  w»-t«, 
complaining  of  the  appUcailoaj  beffers 
Lho  council  "for  the  ealabHatiiiitent  of  a 
whale  oil  industry  on  Blanchard  street." 
His  objection  had  reference  to  the  re- 
cent application  of  the  Pacific  Whaling 
company  for  rlg&>  to  erect  a  loading 
platform  at  the  new  depot  of  the  Vic- 
toria Terminal  Railway  and  Ferry  com- 
pany. Mr.  Jackson  declared  that 
grant  the  company'*  request  would  cs-' 
tablish  "an  abomination  and  a  horde  of 
rut.s  would  be  imposed  ujion  nearby 
property  osvncrs."  ,  He  also  bitterly 
complained  of  the  condition  of  Blanch- 
ard  street  -whlqh  is  in  bad  shape  owing 
to  tlie  track-laying  operations  of  the 
railway    company. 

Alderman  Ross  declared  the  owners 
had  .iust  cause  for  complaint  while 
Alderman  Bannerman  objected  to  the 
company  laying  Its  track  along  Blanch- 
ard  street  to  Cormorant  street  wlion  the 
arrangement  arrived  at  between  the  city 
and  company  provided  for  trackage  to 
Fisguard  street  only.  As  matters  are 
now  cars  are  allowed  to  stand  across 
thi->  street. 

Mayor  Morley  believud  It  was  down- 
right  fOIIy  for  any.,  railway  compaiily  to 
establish  terminals  at  such  a  distance 
from  the  wafer  front.  The  police  had 
been  Instructed  by  him  to  order  the 
cowyiauy  to  cease  allowing  cars  to  staiul 
HOi-OHS  the  street  or  jtermit  trucks  load- 
ing   from   rirs  to   block   tlie  roadway. 

The  city  solicitor  will  be  Instructed' 
to  ndvlse  as  to  just  how  far  the  com- 
pany has  exceeded  Its  rights  under  the 
ag'recment  entered  Into  with  the  city. 
Faudora  Bxtenslon. 
The  formal  rcsoiutlon  for  the  exten- 
sion of  Pandora  avenue  tiirough  to  I'ort 
street  and  for  the  expropriation  of  the 
necessary  lands,  therefSIre  was  passed. 
Alderman  Raymond  olji^ected'  to  the 
owners  between  Covornment  street  and 
J)c)UglaH  .street  being  assensed  for  any 
part  of  tilt)  cost  as  ho  did  not  believe 
the  extension  would  benefit  these  own- 
ers. It  was  proposed  to  assess  the 
owners  above  Douglas  street  to  the 
amount  of  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the 
aasessablc  rpJues.  If  It  were  decided 
to  assess  owners  west  of  pouglaa 
street  the  amount  should  ni>t  be  more 
than  lifteiMi  per  cent  nt  least  for  that 
portion  between  tiovernment  and  Doug- 
las   streets.

There  was  talk 
of  asking  higher  premiums  oh  cargo 
to  Alaska,  but  the  various  companies 
did  not  get  together,  and  with  the  ex- 
cei)tlon  of  a  slight  Increase  on  Yukon 
River  shipments  cargo  rates  remained 
the  same  as  ■  for  several  previous 
years,  viz.:  1  1-4  per  cent,  to  Yukon 
points,  5-8  per  cent  to  Nome,  t-2  per 
cent  to  Southwestern  Alaska  via  the 
outside  and  3-4  per  cent  via  the  inside 
passage,  1-2  per  cent,  to  Southeastern 
Alaska  and  5-8  per  cent  to  Juneau 
and  north.  The  general  opinion  among 
local  insurance  men  Is  that  the  com- 
panies will  demand  higher  rates  on 
both  cargo  and  hulls  on  Alaska  busl- 
ne.sa    during   1911. 

The  wreck  of  the  steamer  Olympla, 
the  latest  disaster  In  Northern  waters, 
is  said  to  be  the  forty-fifth  or  flrty- 
sixth  total  loss  which  underwriters 
have  had  to  pay  on  Alaska  business 
during  the  last  ten  years.  This,  they 
claim,  indicates  that  they  are  Justi- 
fied  In   looking  for  high|3r  rates.

Arrangements  have  been  made  for 
a  modern  cargo  steamer  of  7.000  tons 
capacity  to  start  service  next  March 
In  the  Canadian-Mexican  Pacific  line, 
replacing  th«--»teamer  Henley,  whose 
charter  will  expire  after  the  next  trip 
to  Mexico,  according  to  an  announce- 
ment made  by  Capt.  T.  H.  Worsnop, 
manager  of  the  steamship  line,  on  his 
return  from  Mexico  yesterday.

Southern  Boundary  Revenue  Law 
We  publish  today  a  pruclamation 
which  is  efiulvalent  to  an  act  to  estab- 
liish  a  custom  house  on  the  Boundary 
line  stretching  from  the  Cascades  to 
the  Rocky  Mountain.'j.  .  .  The  man- 
n*i-  Iri'  which  it  is  put  together  forcibly 
reminds  us  of  the  famous  resolution  of 
the  convention  in  1688,  which  declared 
the  British  throne  vacant,  and  the  ab- 
dication of  James  II.  complete.  That 
famous  resolution  said  something  to 
please  all  parties,  satisfied  cavaliers 
un,d  roundheads,  xlivino-righ't  mon.arch- 
ists  .and  republicans,  and  resulted  in 
placing  the  Prince  of  Orange  on  the 
throne.  Tffe  "Southern  Boundary  Act" 
In  like  manner,  says  .something  -  to 
please  all  parties,  and  it  is  likely  to  do 
it.  .  .  .  The  only  thing  certain 
about  the  act  is  that  it  will  swell  the 
finances  of  the  country. 

We  have  often  had  occasion  to 
eclipse  the  skill  of  the  British  Colum- 
bia government  in  Inventing  now 
modes  of  getting  taxes;  but  we  cannot 
refrain  from  expressing  our  admiration 
at  their  ingenious  expedient  of  avoid- 
ing dltTerentlal  duties  by  studiously 
holding  up  that  the  overland  trade  la 
contraband,  and  a  fine  must  be  Im- 
posed. Were  our  laws  to  make  a  cer- 
tain fixed  amount  the  penalty  for,  an 
assault,  say,  five  dollars,  we  could  well 
Imagine  a  man  knocking  his  man 
down  and  then  running  to  the  police 
magistrate  and  saying  "there's  your 
five  dollars  for  an  assault."  So  It  is 
with  Importing  mercharfdise  over  the 
boundary:  it  Is  all  the  time  "contrary 
to  law,"  and  yet  the  law  is  satlafied 
by  the  payment  of  tlie  three  per  cent, 
and  no  confiscation. 

We  have  had  cither  copies  of  that 
convention  of  1688  since,  and  we  reckon 
to  know  some  about  the  government's 
skill  in  tax  getting.  But  what  a  boom 
■that  fixed  penalty  for  assault  would 
be.  How  many  of  our  readers  today 
would  have  "five  dollars  worth?"

The  last  Ave  years  have  wrought 
great  changes  In  the  BrllUih  House  of 
Commons.  Death  clainmed  some;  de- 
served oblivion  has  overcome  others. 

Let  us  look  back  at  that  January 
day  In  1906  when  a  newly  elected  Par- 
liament listened  to  the  Address  from 
the  Throne  Inspired  by  a  new  Liberal 
Lord  Chancellor,  after  his  party's  re- 
turn from  ten  years'  wandering  in 
the  wUdernesB  of  OppoalTlon. 

Death  has  taken  the  party's  old 
leader,  Sir  Henry  Campbell-Banner- 
n>an  from  the  scene  of  much  strife  and 
little  success.  In  his  stead,  an  astute 
and  adroit  lawyer  now  directs  the  des- 
tinies of  Empire.  Wlien  "C.-B."  died, 
everyone  prophesied  a  break  up  In  the 
party,  which  had  only  been  kept  from 
Internal  warfare  by  his  unfailing  tact, 
and  patient  good  humor.  Mr.  Asqulth 
was  never  accused  of  good  humor,  and 
few  pf  his  .  followers  suspected  him 
capable  of  tact.  But  Premier  Asqulth 
was  a  lawyer  and  a  Scotsman,  and 
from  a  party  point  of  view  has  been  a 
Buccess,  if  only  in  keeping  together  a 
party  that  affords  standing  evidence  of 
Nature's  law  that  "constant  friction 
will  generate  heat." 

"That  little  rough-tongued  and  hard- 
faced  Scot,  Mr.  Keir  Hardle,  with  his 
historic  red  tie  and  tweed  cap,  no  lon- 
ger leads  the  Labor  party.  While 
"Ka-Keir"  Hardie  stirs  up -eedltlon  in 
India  or  preaches  disarmament  at 
liomc,  a  staid,  sober,  and  moderate- 
minded  engineer,  in  Mr.  George  Barnes, 
now  leads  the  Labor  men  in  the  House, 
with  a  quiet  dignity  and  earnestness 
tliat  might  serve  as  a  model  for  the 
re.st  of  the  Government's  supporters. 

That  raucous?  but  popular  old  fighter. 
Colonel  air  Howard  Vincent,  has,  alas, 
Joined  the  majority.  Then  Sir  Wilfrid 
Law^jion,  that  wondrous  inixture  of  wit 
and  water,  has  also  gone  to  the  're.st' 
he  never  knew  on  earth.V  Death  has 
unit4»d  them  in  the  peaqe  party,  of 
which  the  former  was  Its  -bitterest 
enemy,  the  latter  its  mo.st  militant 
champion.  Dead,  too,  is  Sir  Randal 
Cremer,  the  "Labor  Knight"  whose  ef- 
forts to  promote  the  cause  of  interna- 
tional arbitratioxl  won  him  that  blue 
ribbon  of  Carnegie  competitors — the 
Nobel  prize. 

Mr.  Acland,  then  delivering  his  maid- 
en speech  In  moving  the  address  has, 
by  the  subtle  process  of  party  promo- 
tion, become  a  minister. 

The  Empire's  Foster  Father 

Mr.  Chamberlain,  the  great  foster 
father  of  our  Empire,  who  replied,  has 
left  the  Urtionlst  forces,  overcome  by  a 
sudden  and  lamented  paralysis.  Now 
more  than  ever,  tiie  Empire  has  need 
of  men  siich  as  he.  Then  overcome 
by  an  amaa^n#  personal  defeat  in 
Manchester  th^t  subtlest  of  parlla- 
mentajrlans,  Mr.  Balfour,  has  ,  slipped 
hack  ifato  the  house  througli  the  City  of 


London's  open  door,  a  fitting  represen- 
tative for  the  Capital  of  the  Smplre. 

With  him  he  has  brouxiit  back  three] 
other  then  defeated  ex-ministers: 
Pugnacious  Mr.  Lyttleton.  whose 
ideals  of  Chinese  citizenship  showed 
him  to  be  at  once,- the  bept  hatpd  and 
most  couxageous  man  in.  the  house; 
that  weighty  protectionist'" -champion 
and"i>eau  idpal"  of  Eiigllh  Squirearchy 
■Mr.  Chai)lln.  and  that  «lmble  wltted 
and  Teady  tongued  Canadian  tariff  re- 
former. Mr.  Boner  Law,  on  whom  the 
leadership  of  the  Unionist  party  may 
one  day  fall. 

On  the  ministerialist  front  bench, 
stranger  indeed,  is  the  transformation 
from  1906.  The  Man  with  the  Scythe 
has  taken  away  that  aged  and  revered 
statesman,  the  Marquess  of  Blpon,  be- 
fore senility  quite  ciouded  the  suc- 
cesses of  many  past  years.  Gone  too, 
is  I-iord  Twecdmouth,  a  poor  adminis- 
trator at  the  admiralty,  but  who,  as  Mr. 
Majorlbanks,  was  a  popular  party 
whip.  Sir  John  Lawaon  Walton,  most 
radical  of  lawj^ers  and  brilliant  of  de- 
baters, has  died  before  his  time. 

"Autres  Temps,  Autrts  Hommes!" 
Free  Trade's  chief  advocate,  Herbert 
■Henry  Asqulth,  now  holds  the  big  of- 
fice preordained  for  him  by  his  ability 
as  a  party  leader  and  tactician.  Mf. 
James   Bryce,    who   startled   us    in   the

8.— There  will 
he  no  International. yacht  race  for  the 
Alexandra  Cup  when  the  yatchsmen 
gather  at  Victoria  next  July  for  the 
annual  regatta  of  the  North-West  In- 
ternational Yacht  Racing  Association. 
This  disappointing  state  of  affairs  is 
already  apparent  owing  to  the  fact 
that  there  Is  only  one  challenge  In  for 
the  blue  ribbon  emblem  of  yachting 
supremacy  on  the  Pacific  Coast.

debt  within  25  years,  according  to  law,
